ing on a water hydrant at 1111 
Chestnut av. A resident of Dixon 
for the past 29 years, Higgins had 
returned to work for the first time 
in several weeks after receiving 
treatment for his heart condition. 
His home address is 419 S. Dixon 
av. 


He was opening the hydrant 


across the street from the Harold 
Thompson residence on Chestnut 
avenue when he collapsed. Thomp- 
son called the firemen who brought 
the resuscitator to the scene.

Lee County 1 of 47 in State 
With a Rise in Traffic Deaths 


Lee county was one of the 47 


counties in Illinois which experi- 
enced an increase in total traffic 
fatalities last year, according to 
the state bureau of tiaffic. 


Thirteen persons were killed in 


the county last year in traffic ac- 
cidents. The traffic'accident fatal- 
ity total of 1,992 in the state was 
19 more than the total of 1950. The 
Illinois total was exceeded only 
by California and Texas. 


The accompanying map shows 


the distubution of 'motor vehicle 
accident fatalities by counties in 
1951 in accordance with accident 
icports received by the Illinois Di- 
vision of Highways. 


The counties m which fatahtes 


were greater in 1951 than in 1950 
are shown in solid black. 


Where fatahtes were the same 


for two years the county is shown 
dotted, and if there were fewer 
fatalities in 1951 the 
county is 


shown in white. 


The figure in each county repre- 


sents the number of people killed 
during 1951 in motor vehicle acci- 
dents. The 1952 totals for 
five 


counties were all-time highs. The 
counties wcie Champaign, Iioquois, 
Jeisey, Lake and Pulaski. 


In a majority of counties there 


were 10 or fewer fatalities with 
five or less in 31 counties and from 
6 to 10 in 25 counties. The fatality 


total was fiom 11 to 20 in 28 coun- 
ties.

a steady increase in the price- 
particularly for fine, fresh eggs. 


The spread between the price of 


ordinary eggs and really fresh 
eggs will get wider as the weather 
gets warmer. To get the best pos- 
sible price for your eggs, you'll 
want to do two things. 


Keep them clean and cool. 
And sell them graded. 
There's not much point in one 


without the other. If you take care 
of your eggs—so they're fresh when 
you sell them—they're worth more 
than eggs that haven't been taken 
care of. 


But if you just sell them 'straight, 


you don't get any more for them 
than the folks down the road who 
don't bother to lake care of their 
eggs. 


If you want to get what good 


eggs are worth, you've got to sell 
them to someone who's buying 
them graded. If you do that, I think 
you'll get enough to make up for 
some of the disappointing prices 
this spring.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Chest Surveys Aid Arrest of 
TB by Detecting It Early 


Hundreds of thousands, 
If not 


millions of people are now familiar 
with community chest surveys. 


Sometimes, however, these sur- 


veys raise problems which 
are 


rather confusing. 


One reader writes, for example: 


"A friend of mine from 
out of 


town visits me occasionally. Dur- 
ing the chest survey 
conducted 


during 1949 she told me she re- 
ceived 
the 
following 
diagnosis 


from the health department: 'Ac- 
ccntuated markings in the fifth in- 
terspace of the right 
lung. An- 


other examination is recommend- 
ed in six months' time and sputum 
cups are enclosed." 


"What is meant by this diag- 


nosis? Is it the beginning of pul- 
monary 
consumption? Is 
there 


any danger of others contracting 
the disease from dishes, cutlery, 
bed linen, etc.?" 


This statement by itself is In- 


complete, but suggests that the 
friend in question at some time in 
her life had tuberculosis. In the 
absence of cough or other symp- 
toms, it is probable that she does 
not now have active tuberculosis, 
and that she is not a danger to 
others. 


The report, however, correctly 


suggests that her health should be 
watched and that she should have 
another X-ray after n period of 
time to make surf that the tuber- 
culosis is not becoming active. 


To return to the general prob- 


lem, 
it is known that the best line 


of attack on tuberculosis is to pre- 
vent the spread of the germ. Con- 
sequently, if people who are in 
an infectious stage of the disease 
can be picked out and treated so 
that they will not carry the germ 
to others, fewer new cases of the 
disease will develop. 


Also, it is well known that treat- 


ment is more effective and much 
more rapid if the disease can he 
caught in its early stages. For both 
these reasons, the community chest 
surveys are worth while and are 
helping enormously. 


Survey Result* Good 


Probably Savannah, Ga., 
wan 


one of the first large cities to try 
this method out on a Urge scale. 


During the autumn of 1945, nearly 
75,000 residents of the 
county, 


which contained about 150.000 peo- 
ple, appeared voluntarily for chest 
X-rays. It was found that many 
residents had tuberculosis of the 
lungs without knowing it, 
and 


many of these were in the early 
stages. 


It was thus possible to start 


treatment early, and infected per- 
sons could be temporarily separ- 
ated 
from 
loved 
relatives «r 


friends whom they might other- 
wise have infected. 
Since this 


time surveys have been conducted 
in many other places with equally 
desirable results.

MONTREAL —(AP)— Superior 


Court today ruled invalid a city by- 
aw ordinance which ordered retail 
stores to close on Roman Catholic 
holy days. 


The'decision upheld an appeal of 


seven large stores which defied 
he law by staying open. 
The judgment also declared in- 


valid the provincial statute on 
which the bylaw was based. 


The lengthy judgment, delivered 


by Justice Arthur I. Smith, rules 
out both enactments as beyond 
he power of the city council and 
the provincial legislature because 
the statutes deal with criminal law, 
which is under jurisdiction of the 
Federal Parliament. 


The bylaw was passed last fall 


by Montreal City Council. First ap- 
plication was Dec. 8, Feast of the 
mmaculate Conception. 
The seven large stores—five de- 
trimental and two jewelry stores 
—agreed among themselves to re- 
main open as a test of the law. 
Owners of-nearly 500 stores were 
served with summonses for the 
first violation. 


About 200 store-owners pleaded 


guilty and were fined $40 and 
costs. Another 200 or more cases 
were deferred pending outcome of 
he Superior court action instituted 
by the seven large stores. Remain- 
ng cases were dismissed for lack 
if evidence.

benefits. 


5. A freeze of the social security 


status of totally disabled persons— 
so their retirement benefits will 
not be diminished by a calculation 
of their non-productive years in

The last provision set off sharp

Mid-continent areas got welcome 


relief today from hot and muggy 
weather that has enveloped most 
of the eastern half of the nation. 


The mid-June blast of midsum- 


mer heat and humidity left a death 
toll of more than 125, including 
19 heat prostrations and 109 drown 
ings. 


The break in the heat wave over 


the -Midwest came after several 
days of temperatures in the 90s 
and above 100. 


Drop 15-25 Degrees 


The cool air mass from the Pa- 


cific Northwest, with refreshing 
showers, first hit the Plains states 
and temporarily ended the more 
than week-long siege of collar- 
w i l t i n g weather. Temperatures 
were from 15 to 25 degrees lower 
Monday from the Dakotas south- 
ward to the Texas Panhandle. 


The heat-snapping 
air 
mass 


moved into other hot spots in the 
Midwest during the night. Chica- 
go, limp from two straight days of 
95 temperatures, received the cool 
air and 
showers shortly before 


midnight. 
The t e m p e r a t u r e 


dropped into the high 60s after the 
hottest day in nearly three years. 


New Heat Marks 


Scores of other cities reported 


heat marks for the date. Tempera- 
tures ranged from 90 to 100 de- 
grees along and east of the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Atlantic coast 
with the exception of the New 
England states.

Begin July 14 in 27 States 


WASHINGTON— (AP) —Starting 


July 14, thousands of civilian de- 
fense workers will help the Air 
Force scan the skies over Amer- 
ica's borders in a round-the-clock 
watch for possible enemy planes. 


This 24-hour vigil is necessary

But optical sights were 
in use before our Civil War, and 
in that fracas snipers used scoped- 
up rifles to knock generals off their 
chargers. 


Early examples of ritle glass- 


ware were crude and extremely 
fragile, although they made ptm- 
sible fine long-range accuracy 


with ponderous ,60 .caliber muz- 
de-loaders.,The speed-up hi rifle 
sight design' _ began about 30 
yean ago, with the German opti- 
cal plant* taking a lead that 
wasn't fully wiped out until after 
this past war.,

At that stage of the game, the 


•cope really began Us heyday in 
this country. U.S. rifle shooters 
now have available glass sights 
that are the best in ,the world—for 
ruggedness against gun kick and 
the beating we give our hunting 
rifles, for exactness of adjustment, 
for 
brilliance and those other 


points of optical quality, most of 
them with four-bit names, that 
mean real seeing excellence. 


For almost any kind of ridcry, 


big game, small game, or paper 
targets, they're a* far ahead of

KOJE ISLAND. Korea—(AP)— 


Four big prisoner of war pens were 
emptied today of 22,500 Chinese 
and North Korean 
Communist 


POWs. The only excitement was 
provided by two POWs who broke 
ranks to get away from Red pris- 
oner leaders. 


Eleven thousand North Koreans 


were to remain out of Compounds 
92 and 96 only long enough for 
American guards to search the 
stockades for weapons and escape 
tunnels. 


About 5,500 Chinese from 602 


and 6,000 North Korean from ad- 
joining 603 were dispersed to new 
smaller units housing about 500 
each. 


Present Gift 


The Chinese sang lustily to their 


own string music and handed Brig. 
Gen. Haydon L. Boatner, Koje 
commander, a present: A minia- 
ture tank fashioned out of ration 
cans. 


Boatner has used the threat of 


tanks frequently in the past few- 
weeks in gaining uncontested con- 
trol over the island's 80,000 pris- 
oners.
